SHEFFIELD IN 1885. 

I am imdebted to Mr. Pardee’s paper, the 
Enterprise, for the following story of Shettield 
in 1883, which forms an interesting portion of 
the history of the town: 


In the fall of 1883, it w.ll be remembered, a 


rand agricultural and industrial exposition 
ras held at Louisville. Captain Alfred H. 
Moses,then senior member of the firm of Moses 
Brothers. of Montgomery. was. with his wife, 
among the visitors to the exposition. 
. While at Louisville the plans and purposes of 
the Indiana, Alabamaand Texas railroad com- 
pany were first made public. The route of the 
was to be through Florence, and Captain 
Moses was at once apprised of the fact by his 
business associates and requested to visit Flor- 
ence before returning to Montgomery, and ex- 
amine the location with a view of making 
some investments in real estate at that place. 
Captain Moses, appreciating the value of time, 
acted prompily upon the information he had 
received, and prepared to leave Louisville at 


once. 
The following day he was at Florence, and 
was warmly greeted by Judge W. 
and Major G. P. Keyes. These gentlemen, to 
whom he expressed a desire to see the tow7y, 
entertained him most hospitably, and h<,ore 
starting for a drive, made arrangemer‘s for an 
excursion the following day to vit w the gov- 
ernment work at Mussel Shoe? 's canal. The 
excursion was to be in the rature of a picnic, 
and invitations were “int out sufficient to 
make up a pleasant~,arty. This done, a drive 
through-Florenes and its suburbs was next in 
order. Ketv»,ing to the hotel, the party were 
most agreeably surprised to meet there the 
mene jonel Walter S. Gordon, afterwards 
Wtident of the Sheffield Land, Iron and Coal 
company, who had just arrived. Colonel Gor- 
don was at once informed of the plans for the 
morrow, and urged to inake one of the excur- 
sion party, but excused himself, pleading lack 
of time and important business engagements, 
and in turn suggested to the gentlemen 
that the Mussel Shoals trip should be 
abandoned, and that instead Captain 
Moses and Judge Wood should accompany 
him on a visittothe iron fields of Franklin 
county. This suggestion was promptly 
adopted and the picnic invitations recalle 
Early next morning, the three gentlemen, 
well Maeno fora long ride crossed the Ten- 
messee and started south. As ridin along they 
came upon the plate an onw hich Sheftields 
now stands, Captain Moses, pointing to the 
sco of country to which he referred, said: 
“There, gentlemen, if I was to have my 
choice, is a proporty that I would sooner buy 
for the location of a new town than toinvest 
in Florence lots. In my judgment neither 
Florence nor Tuscumbia are located at the 
proper place.’’ Colonel Gordon nodded a 
smiling acquiescence and the party rode on. 
Fairly on the plateau and taking in at a glance 
its manifoid advantages, Captain Moses drew 
vein and acain called the attention of his 
companions to the manifest adaptibility of the 
location as the site of a great city. Colonel 
Gordon, thereupon responded to the suggestion 
with, “lam glad, captain, to see you take in 
by intuition ascheme that we have already 
been some months in formulating. On all of 
this property we have options, and before we 
return I wil! inake youa proposition looking to 
our joint ownership.”’ Before the party re 
turned, Colonel Gordon did make such a propo- 
sition, and it was accepted by Captain Recon 
Soon afterward the work of organizing the 
Shefiicid. company was commenced and suc- 
cessiully concluded, and the city, which Gen- 
eral Jackson more than sixty years earlier had 
anned to crownthe bluffs at the head of nav- 
gation on the Tennessee river, and sit as the 
commercial metropolis of a section of country 
unsurpassed in its magnificent possibilities by 
any section in the union, was fairly given 
birth. The property included in the purchase 
comprised about 2,700 acres, and cost in the 
~neiginyor hood of $50,000. The facts of the pur- 
chase and the organization of a 
town company were extensively ad- 
vertsed, and the prominence of the gentle- 
men connected with the project served to give 
it still greater notoriety so that atthe sale of 
‘town lots, which occurred in May, 1884, a large 
crowd was in attendance and there was more 
excitement than at any like occasion that had 
evertaken place in the south. The bidding 
was very spirited, five hundred. lots, c¢empris- 
ing in all perhaps seventy-live acres were sold 
and the handsome sum of $350,000 realized. It 
was certainly a wagnificent beginning and 
naturally enough, Shetheld ,at once became 
a prodigy of infant greatness to her friends 
and a gigantic fraud in the estimation of many 
envious-and ijl-natured souls who counted 
meither Shefiicid stocks! nor lots among their 
assets. Shortly following the sale, 
a cloud of financial de spression spread 
over the country, that for a time 
threatened seriously to affect the 
interests of the young city, but her friends 
were friends to stay, and stay they did, and 
the result has more than justified their course. 
While it may be true that for the first two 
years the progress of the city was slower than 
_ the anticipation of its fricuds, it is also true 
that there is here today a busy, bustling city 
of 2,500 people and more coming as fast as ac- 
commodations can be made to house them; 
and itis also true, that there has not been a 
day since the inception of the enterprise to the 
present mome nt, when the farsighted and un- 
erring judgment of the present general mana- 
ger of the company, which led him in the fall 
of *3to declare that, here was the site for a 
great city oes not be abundantly verified.

Not a Local Institution, But Dispensing its 
Benefits Eqnally to All Parts of the State, 


It is objected to a university founded by the 
state that such an insiitation must of neeessity be 
contined to one loca'ity; and tkerefore be protitable 
unequally to the people who are taxed in cenctal to 
support it; for the benelits must be chieily MOnOpo- 
lized by those living in the yiciniky. To this it is 
answered; 

Answer lst. Every state institution, or permanent 
structure established for the people, must haye per- 
munent locality, aud consequently uust of necessity 
give convenienc:s to some that others do not have. 

(a.) The schovlhouse in the country, located in a 
hundred yards from some chi'dren and three orfour 
miles from others, gives important.ad vantages to the 
former, and places at great disadvantage those com- 
pelied to walk daily three or four miles, sometimes 
under descending rains, or facing bleak winds, and 
compelled i9 cross at times, with danger, swollen 
cre-ks or other streams. It there is any force in the 
locality objection, what an act of favoritism is shown 
to the families in the vicinity, and what an outrage 
is perpetrated uj ou the disiaut family that may be 
compelled to go to the expens. oi horse and vehicle, 
and iu the case of small children exelusively, to the 
adiitional expense ofa more wature attendant in 
order to guard against Canger and accidents. If 
there is any force in this objection, neighborhood 
sc hoolhouses should be abolisned, and, if the schools 
are still to be maintained, portable tents should be 
utilized, so that the schools may circulate around, 
stopping at the door of each family—as the old-time 
‘choo’ master used to “board around.”’ ray 

(b.) The state house is locaied in Atlanta, giving 
great advantage to the representatives irom Fulton 
county, especially those residing in the city. They 
can be with their families, resile at thelrown 
homes,and incidently give an eye and occasionally a 
hand to their private business. shall the people by 
gene’a taxation be compelled to contribute to the 
building of a magnificent capitol that atiords sucu 
advantages to a very tew which it withholds from 
the representatives of the people living in other ang 
distant 'ezions? Shame upon such discrimination 
and fay: ritism! Abolish all state houses and let tye 
people have *‘self-made” laws also, or else let tho 
representative of the people legisiate in tw0 great 
tenis, that can circulate by rotation through all the 
territory, ani among all the people of the state. 

_ The Western and Atlantic railroad also bujit and 
—_ and, until it became self-supporting sus 
tained by general taxation of the people, was located 
in one section alone. Only the peopie living along 
the line of its extended locality could avaj}) thiem- 
selves of it, in the first instance as passeNgers or as 
shippers; and to their doors alone was it able to de- 
liver freight. The people of other parts of the state 
have to ride vast distances at expense before tie, 
can reich the cars bought in part by their own 
money, and their freight must traverse immense 
reaches of ruad before it can utilize rafiroad facifli- 
ties which owe their existence in large measure to 
taxa‘ion uneyually extorted #rom them. Can a 
satisinctory auswe, be given.to this? Of course, it 
can be shown tual by developing a rich, virgin re- 
gion the Western and Atlantic raflroad brought 

sroperty and people into Geng a, whose eontribu- 

ions through taxation and otl.urwise gave pecuni- 
ary resources to the state that s;eelily reimbursed 
the money expended inthe Coustruction; that it 
made possible, and stimulated the 
struction of tie systero of rail- 
roads now in exisieuce in the state, which in turn 
developed other regions, circulating new and ad- 
vanced ideas in relation to all possible things con- 
nected with the people's habits, interests and en- 
ee: stimulating industry and production and 
ditfusing prosperity and intelligence everywhere. 
lias the Western and Atlantic railroad done these 
things, and more, io tie peeple in the state, and 
that too because it was located in Cher.kee Geor- 
gia? Then it follows that, a structure erecied by 
veneral taxation, may be profitable to all the people 
O° the state from the very faci that it is located in 
one spot, or one rezion. On tbe same principle it 
can be shown that the University of Georgia dis- 
penses benefactions to all parts of tie state. from 
the very a:t that it has definite aud ;«rinauent lo- 
cality. 

Answer od. A university or college in a perma- 
nent position gives but little advantage over others 
to those in the vicinity, because there ate very few 
in any locality which 1s not a large efity, who w: uid 
desire to :.vail themselves of the facilities of higier 
education. Only those who have the burping desire 
to “make themseives’ cultivated men would feel 
any temptation to enter its hall as student. If the 
university was intended as the almoner of the 
State’s bounty, if it had treasuries to distrilute to 
applicants, or ofheces of honor or emoluments to be- 
stow on all who enroll their names, then those in 
the vicinify would have greatly the advantave 
es! @ciully if, after the enrollment of names, time 
bad te be spent for a jucicious discrimination, aud a 
wise distribution of favors. Those at a distance 
might be placed at great comparative disadvantage 
because those in the vicinity might anticipate them 
in the enrollment, and because they might have 
to wait at great expense the wssible 
tardy announcement of the distribution. But the 
un ‘versity o@ers nothing but the facilities for bard 
intellectual work to Uiose who have a thirst for self- 
development, culture and knowledge. And even 
those must have Leen already in some measure ex- 
perts. By the labor of many years they must have 
mastered no sma!) degree of fundamental ridimen- 
tary learning, that is the indespensibie preparation 
for admission to the university, and for commencing 
the hard and life long labor of those who would be 
educated and learned. By laborious efforts beights 
are to be climed, and by persistent delving depths of 
knowledge are.to be pe vetrated. Everything is to 
be made subordinate and subsidiary to this. Ease, 
pleasure, society—everyt bing, except necessary €Xx- 
ercise, is to be made to yield to the exacting de- 
mands upon time and atiention. Parents having 
desires for their sons’ intellectual eniture, may 
crowd them into the university, but unless the sons 
share in the desire, their connection with the uni- 
versity will be but brief, and marked while it con- 
tinues with disappointinent to parents and disquie- 
tude to faculties. Both parties, faculty and stu- 
dent, will draw a long breath of relief 
when the connection is severed, whether 
by a voluntary withdrawal or a forced removal, In 
a population ofa million, one thonsand may enter 
the university of those sclf-impelled or by the inati- 
gation aud authority of amlitiousfriend«; but the 
tests applied would soon divide the number down 
to a few bundred, especially if faculties wou'd geut- 
ly but firmly remove from the number all those who 
are ulilizing the opportunify for other than the le- 

itimet: purpose of earnest application and study. 

ear before last Athens proper sent ten studenis to 
the university, while Atlanta, one hundred miles 
distant, matricuiated twenty-four, The number of 
those in the vicinity of Athens who long for eduea- 
lien, culture and Jearning, Lears no larger ratio to 
the aggrezate of those of like aspirations in the 
siate than do the three representatives, and the pos- 
sille senator, livingin Atlanta under the shadow 
of the state Louse, bear to the aggregate of legislators 
the state over.

Auswer 4d. A true university isa limicary, and 
illuminates alike every locaiity. 

A large city, like London or New York, lighted 
up at night in house and street by rush light, can- 
de, lamp, gas jet and electricity, is in a condition 
to aflord its denizens many uiilities, The pour by 
aid of farthing candl: move without diculty 
through their obscure rooms; the rich tread with 
conidence halis and corridors blazing with splen- 
dor, and crowds 0 gy - without danger of jostling, 
streets illuminated by long rows of gas liehis and by 
‘meteor electric globes, now sending their. porizental 
lights glaring in the eyes, and, now trom elevated 
positions, shedding them down with the roft radi- 
ance of moonbeains. Multiplied illuminations in 
factories, worksuops and stores make the machinery 
goods and wares stand out in conspicuous view. 
And the sight is wonderous and beautiful te behold. 
But afier all, the illumination is but local, limited 
and temporary. The light also serves as 
well to make the darkness visible. Nigit gives 
a pace, and retires for a little; but it is never 
out of sight, and it stands in compact array, ready 
to take advantage ofthe least flickerings, and to 
close again upon the space from which it was re- 
luctantly driven, Shadows lurk in corners, and 
hide behind walls that obstruct the light; obseurity, 
brought into bolder relief and sharper outline by 
the blending of the: attenuated rays of the stars as 
a background, resis on house-top, batulement and 
turret on high; and darkness of E.yptian depths 
slumbers all night long in chambers not invaded by 
the light bearer, Dark lanesand alleys also @rnis 
lurking places for robbers and cut-+throats, and 
hiding places for dens of iniquity. 

While it may be granted that these lights are val- 
uable bocause they are small and distributed, and 
portable, and near at hand, it must be admit- 
ted that they are defective, because their rays, sin- 
gle and combined, illuminate but to small distances 
and hopelessly shgyest the existence of valuable 
_ beautitul objects that they are powerless to dis- 
close. 

But when the sun, the great luminary of day, as- 
cends above the horizon, darkness disappears, and 
the shadows of the might all flee away, nor stand 
on the order of their retiring. Its rays till the whole 
concave of heaven, blotting out the stars, and de- 
scending on earth, floods, sea and land, and all 
thines on their surface with impartial illumination. 
Men go forth with confidence to their business and 

leasures, and tread paths, however intricate, un-

What though its body is $4,000,000 jmiles away, its 
rays, or waves, are everywhere, in multitudinous 
number and force. And itis efiective to serve all 
worlds because it has a definite locality and re- 
mains a great aggregate, not divided up and par- 
celled out among the worlds it liuminates «ni 
warms, 

The sctool ot humble name, the common school, 
the high school and the academy, distributed 
through town and country, give the light of educa- 
tion in var.ous deg. evs of brightness, and they are a 
blessiug .o the peopie wherever’ they exist. - Tucy 
give rudimentary knowledge in letters, and, in 
some instances, Garry. Lhe knowledge te no mean de 
gree, acquainting thé pup'l with much that is useful 
aud dise.plinary, qtalif¥ing him for the transaction 
of business, and wgraceiul bearing among men in 
all the relations gt.lite,. They even Sometimes stim- 
ulate to a desire for knowl & they do not them- 
selves impart. and pronypt i.e youth, Cisposed. to 
make of himself “a selftmace inan,’’ tos. the avail- 
able means iorthe attainment of that end. But 
these schools do not profess to furnish a disciplinary 
course, with the intent to cultivate and develop all 
faculties of the mind. It does not necessarily follow 
then that they make their pupils capable of inde- 
pendent thought; and too frequently they equip 
them only so tar as to make them the easy victim of 
the man of pre,udice and the dema orue. 

The true university, on the coutrary, makes it 
possible for its pupils to meddle with all knowledge; 
and itissure, if it be successful, to place every- 
where educated men—men trainel to habits of in- 
dependent thought, and equipped with knowledge 
adequate to throw light on all live questions with 
which the minds of the people are struggling, and 
competent to guide them to their proper solution. 
Statesmen, editors, teachers and other professional 
classes; authors, discoverers of great principles and 
agencies in nature, which ate utilized by invention 
for the promotion of useful acd «riamental arts— 
these, and others like them, ure tiey that heave 
“made themselves” by the use-of facilitics afforded 
by universities and colleges, and they are a blessing 
everywhere. It is no presumption to say that the 
University of Georei: is sending, as it has always 
dgne, rays of inteliectual light that illuntinate every 
region in the exten Jel territory of Georgia, 

ut it is objected again that the state should not 
by general taxation contribute toa university’ be- 
cause it is an institutior chiefiy tor rich mens’ sons. 
The satisfactory answer to this isthat on the eon- 
trary it is an institution intended to furnish facili- 
ties to those without reference to their condition in 
life, who thirst for knowledge and education. Now, 
as the classes not rich have a lar;e measurable ma- 
jority over those who are, it follows that the former 
class furnish a large number who thirst for knowl- 
eage and education than do the litter, and, there- 
fore, it follows practically in fact that universities 
and colleges are ina pre-eminent degree the insti- 
tutions for those with limitcd mean’. But this will 
be incidentally iliustrated further onin the dis- 
cussion.

CHILDREN’S DAY. 


Monday, the 17th ef October, Set Aside tas 
Children’s Day. 

The directors of the Piedmont exposition 
have set aside Monday, the 17th of October, 
as children’s day. : 

No better instruction could be imparted to a 
child than would be gained from a visit to the. 
fair. There they will see displayed such spec- 
imens of natural history, art and the inyen- 
tions of industry as will broaden their compre- 
hension. 

The Atlanta board of education has an- 
nounced a vacation on that day in order that 
all the children—5,700 in number—may at- 
tend. The other schools of the city will do 
likewise. Not less than 7,000 Atlanta school. 
children will be present. 

Teachers in all the contiguous towns should 
avail themselves of this opportunity of in- 
structing their pupils. “Let the schodls come 
under their teachers, already organized. For 
instance, the schools of Madison, Covington, 
Rockdale, Lithonia, Stone Mountain, Decatur 
and Edgewood, on the Georgia road, can come 
in on the morning train, go out 
to the grounds, spend several hours 
there, and return home by the afternoof train: 
So can the scholars on the State road as far up 
as Dalton; on the Central road as far down as’ 
Macon; all the towns on the East Tennessee 
road, etc. 

The directors having set aside Monday, the 
l7th, for this purpose, will make arrangements 
to see that the children are taken safely out to 
the grounds, protected while there and placed 
safely on the trains for their return home, 

Let the children come. Let them come 
singly and by» schools. Let ,the different 
schools bring their banners along, by which 
they will be distinguished, and see if juvenile 
Georgia cannot make a display equal to that of 
their elders. 

Teachers and managers of. schools are urged 
to take this matter up. Information will be 
cheerfully furnished on application. 

80,000 People to See a Sham Battle. 

The sham battle at the Minneapolis fair is 
described as the most splendid spectacle ever 
seen in this country.

CARING FOR CONVI 
Governor Gordon Pursuing the 
Convict Investigation. 


WHAT WAS DEVELOPED YESTERDAY. 


The Testimony of Two Guards as to the 
Treatment of Convicte—Lewis and 
Conyers Tell What They Know. 


Governor Gordon resumed the convict inves- 
tigation yesterday morning at 15 minutes past 
19’clock. The usual audience was present, 
save Judge Hillyer of the state’s counsel, who 
was unavoidably absent. 

‘The court immediately proceeded to the ex- 
amination of witnesses, Dr. Powell, physician 
at Camp Gresston,being introduced and sworn 
by Colonel Cox in the interest of lessee W. B. 
Lowe, who controlled the camp at Gresston. 

DR. POWELL’S TESTIMONY TAKEN, 

Witness said that he was physician at the 
camp on September 7th when principal phy- 
sician visited there. In regard to the woman 
and the eighteen-year-old boy occupying the 
same room, he said thé boy was in the peniten- 
tiary for burglary. His name was John Wil- 
liams, and he was a complete imbecile, always 
idiotic, and in addition was dropsied. Was 
not too sick to do light work, and was em- 
ployed about the kitchen in doing odd jobs. 

THE WOMAN WAS FORTY YEARS OLD 
And had been a convicttwelve or more years. 
Witness felt certain there could be no evil or 
immoral resnits from the parties occupying 
the same room. They were friendly and the 
woman really cared for the boy, who was a 
mental aid physical wreck. 

The wittiess was cross-examined by Mr. 
Hoke Smith, “Tp answer to questions, he said 
the woman was the only one at the camp. She 
was the camp cook. At first the boy was not 
made to work, but afterwards got well and 
strong enough to do light work. Witness said 
he received his diploma in February, 1886, and 
was made physician at Gresston in November 
of the same year. 

MERRIWETHER LEWIS BEFORE THE COURT. 

District Attorney Hill then introduced Merri- 
wether Lewis, who was sworu. 

Lewis was intended to have been put on the 
stand the day before, but for certain good 
reasons, as will appear in hisexamination, was 
not introduced. In reply to questions pro- 
pounded by Mr, Hill: 

Witness said fle was a guard at the Chatta- 
hooche hick yard. He was not present when 
William Slaughter and Hardy Mobley 

WERE WHIPPED AT CAMP BINGHAM. 

He was in the camp, but did not witness the 
whipping. He was asked as to the pick 
handles found in Slanghter’s bunk. One had 
been found several times under the blankets 
whete the convict slept. It had been reported 
that Slaughter said be intended to kill Captain

Bingham. The convicts complained about the 
rations furnished them some weeks before the 
whipping. Asa general thing those whipped 
had been behaving badly. 

The reduction in rations had been made in 
accordance with the penitentiary regulations.

In answer to the ques- 
tion why the men were whipped, witness said 
because they had been fighiing with each 
other.

In answer to qhestions asked by Mr. Smith, 
witness said he had seen Bingham stand at the 
camp door and slash convicts as they came out 
in the morning. Witness neversaw Slaughter 
himself do wréng; convict was not told to get 
up when he was seized. Bingham began to 
whip without saying anything; did not see the 
blood spurt. 
Slaughter. 

“Did roll the barrel down to where Mob- 
ley was?” 

“No! I was there to hold the negroes.”’ 

You held them, did you?’ - 

**Well, I should think I did.’ 

‘‘liow many were whipped that night?” 

“Only four.” 

HOW A WITNESS WAS AFFECTED. 
onsiderable merriment was caused by the 
witmess’ frequent yawnings. He was evidently 
very sleepy, and places every answer was half 
mothered in ayawn. The effect was very 
udicrous, and the court and the spectators 
were compelled to laugh anrestebinatie at the 
witness.
